lie shot, which was done, the 
late J ease James taking an active 
intercut in the horrible affair, killing, 
it is said, witli his own hands eigh- 
teen men. I met a man some years 
ago in Ohio who told me privately 

he belonged to QuautreH'i gang, lie 

said he was a llnely-l'ornied, hand- 
some man, with a pleasant, soft voice, 
lie was, '-in truth, as soft a mannered 
man as ever cut throat or scuttled a 
•hip." 

I have traced Ibis man's history 
carefully. As to the place of bis birth 
it Is uncertain. When very young 
ho came to Washington comity, 
Maryland, and there married u lady 
• >f beauty and excellent family. At 
this time lie read and studied much, 
taking a deep interest in literature, 
especially poetry and novels. Alter 
living happily over a year with his 
wife, bucomiug embarrassed, lie took 
tho benefit of the bankrupt act, wai 
arretted on eharge of fraudulent In. 
solvency, aud placed til jail. His de- 
voted wM shared his confinement 
during I he six mouths in which he 
remained in jail awaiting trial. Up« 
on tinal trial he was acquitted. 

Hut after this there began to appear 
on tho surface some of the tigerish 
element which lurked in his system. 
He went to St. Louis, was arrested 
there; his wife, still loving and 
cleaving to him, etl'eeted a compro- 
mise by which be was released. 
Then he went to Cincinnati, but got 
into trouble, and taking his wife with 
him he repaired to New Orleans. 
Here, for the fust time, it appears, he 
iiegan to abuse his faithful wife. He 
Became desperate, too, and shameful- 
ly neglected her. Her illness called 
him back apparently to old-time 
kindness and tenderness; be aban- 
doned the use of liquor and started to 
take her back to her homo in Mary- 
land. 

She revived in spirit, and with re- 
newed happiness wits looking for the 
return to the home of her childhood, 
Unt while on tho Mississippi river on 
their way homo ho committed a for- 
gery on a Cincinnati bank. Ho was 
again put in jail— this time in Cincin- 
nati. After seven anxious months 
his devoted wife secured his release 
on bail, which he forfeited. He then 
deserted her and she returned home. 
Hut she soon heard of him near I!a- 
gerstown, Md., where ho managed to 
commit another forgery, but escaped 
conviction. Not long after ho was 
convicted o f forgcry in Pennsylvania, 
at the earnest solicitation of her rela- 
tives and friends, procured a divorce. 
When Qiiuntrell beard this ho made 
furious threats against her. Upon 
his release from prison ho quickly 
married a Philadelphia woman, but 
in a few weeks was arrested for for- 
ffery antl was sentenced for some 
years. 

Mrs. Quaiitrcll then married Mr. A. 
Qp'wlou. She was still young, for 
Quaiitrcll had managed to commit 
all these crimes in less than twelve 
years, aud she married when she was 
Only oighteon. She took up her resi 
deuce with her second husband in 
Cumberland, in 1848, and they were 
both highly esteemed. Tho 5th day 
of March, 1819, she was sitting alone 
in her sitting-room in lite hotel, of 
which her husband was proprietor, 
just as tho evening train came in. A 
servant soon after showed a pleasant- 
looking gentleman up to her room, 
who had just arrived on the train. 
As soon as with a smile he dismissed 
the servant he entered the room and 
immediately locked the door, and to 
her horror and despair Mrs. Cowlon 
saw that it was her first husband, 
Quaiitrcll. She immediately scream- 
ed as loud as she could for help, for 
there was murder in his eye and he 
told her her hour had como. lie 
caught her by tho throat, threw her 
down on tho floor, placed his knee 
on her breast, and attemtpted to 
shoot her; providentially the pistol 
missed tiro. -lust as lio was in the 
act of drawing a murderous knife 
several stalwart gentlemen broke 
through the door, having heard her 
screams, and rushed in. They caught 
him and bound him, before be could 
further harm tho beautiful woman 



though he commanded the most des 
Derate, dissolute set of outlaws ever 
collected together, they obeyed his 
lightest commands with promptitude, 
His only punishment was sudden 
death. 

"Why," said this man Who had be- 
longed to his gang when I spoke of 
what a dangerous man Jesse James 
must have been, "why, Jesse James 
was nothing to him ; he would have 
been a king-bee among a thousand 
men braver than Jesse James." 

There have been some doubts as to 
when or where Quantroll was killed, 
I or even that he is dead, but my in- 
formant, who had the means of know- 
ing, says he was killed undoubtedly 
in Kentucky in 1805. I have the 
names by which he passod at several 
j limes during his career, but for 
obvious reason do not caro to publish 
litem. One, however, has already 
been published, which he long as. 
suiiied— Dr. Ilayne.

TUB ISLE Or MAX. 

j. lie Isle of Man is a tight little island 
equidistant trom England, Scotland and 
Ireland. The natives, about 50,000 iu 
number, look on tho three kingdoms as 
overgrown and unwieldy organizations, 
and speak of them as neighboring na- 
tions that havo the good sense to live in 
harmony with the insular kingdom. For 
the Isle of Man is proud of being a king- 
dom, and the Manx talk of their King 
Orry as a monarch whose reign was a 
kind of golden age. The population, 
cthnologically speaking, is Celtic, and 
the language, which is nsed in certain 
public documents, and is still spoken by 
many of the natives, is a dialect of 
Oaelic. But the names of the head- 
lands, rivers and mountains are Scandi- 
navian, for the Danish saa-rovors made 
the sea-girt islet one of their headquar- 
ters, from which they could sally out to 
plunder, and whither they could return 
with their booty. The crown of Man 
passed by inheritance through several 
families till it came to the Duke of Athol. 
Ho built himself a nuge palace near the 
thriving town of Douglas as his Jiesi 
denz, leaving the old capital of Castle- 
town as the seat of government. George 
III., it is said, always looked with jeal- 
ousy on his neighbor King, and was es- 
pecially annoyed at his having the 
poper of nominating tho Bishop ol Sodor 
and Man. As the sainted Bishop Wil- 
son, whose "Family Proyers" used to 
bo a household liturgy, was one of the 
King of Man's appointees, it must he 
said that he exercised his ecclesiastical 
patronage with more discrimination than 
most of the English mouarchs. After 
considerable negotiations, the Duke 
consented to sell his kingdom and lord- 
ship to the crown of England, and the 
Queen of Great Britain is therefore also 
the Queen of Man. But tho island is 
only connected with Great Britain by 
this personal tie. The Parliament that 
sits at Westminster has no power over 
it, and British laws, taxes or customs 
do not touch the Manx. The Legisla- 
ture of tho island consists of the House 
of Keys. The Queen's representative is 
very appropriately Sir H. B. Look. 
There are deemsters, who exercise judi- 
cial functions, and a host of high bail- 
iffs, Coroners and Captains of parishes. 



Ockas soundings, made with what is 
known as Sir William Thompson's steel 
wire, show that along the entire coast of 
California a depth of 1,000 fathoms or 
more is reached as near rs within a dis- 
tance of from twenty to seventy miles 
westward from the shores, tho greater 
part of this sudden fall occurring the 
ust ten to fifty niles. At one hundred 
miles west from San Francisco the bot- 
tom is found to be 2,500 fathoms deep 
The bed of the ocean continues of a 
uniform dcptii, greater than 1,500 fath- 
oms, until tho Sandwich islands are 
reached, the greatest depth being 3,000 
fathoms, at a distance of about four 
hundred miles east of Honolulu, which 
great depth is maintained until within 
ninety miles of Honolulu ; at fifty miles 
from that place the depth is 1,500 
fathoms.

Between the mouth of the Missi&.ip 
and Galveston, about ten or fifteen mil 
to the southwest of Sabine pass, is 
place in the Gulf of Mexico, which is 
commonly called the "Oil Ponds" by 
the Captains of the small craft that ply 
in that locality. There is no land with- 
in fifteen miles, and yet such is tho 
effect of the oil thus cast upon the 
waters by the lavish hand of nature that 
even in the severest storms the sea in 
the Oil Ponds is comparatively smooth, 
and so well is this known that when the 
•mall vessels that trade between Cal- 
casieu, Grange, Sabine, Beaumont and 
Galveston fail to make a harbor at Gal 
Teuton or Sabine they run off for the oil 
wells, let go their anchors and ride ont 
the gale in safety. The oil covers the 
water in a thick scum, and, apparently, 
rises from the bed of the gulf, which at 
that point is not more than fifteen or 
eighteen feet below the surface. No 
one, we believe, has ever ottempted to 
strike oil in the Gulf of Mexico, bnt it 
is not extravagant to expect that some 
day capital and enterprise will succeed 
in securing the oil which is now wasted 
in these wonderful ponds and placing it 
on the market for sale. — New Orleans 
Democrat:

Doubtless there are ques- 
tions the solution of which we do not as 
yet see our way even to attempt; never- 
theless the experience of the past warns 
us not to limit the possibilities of the 
future.— Sir John Lubbock before the 
British Association.
